A REMARKABLE Isnanp oF SALT.— 
A correspondent of the 7'‘mes, writing from 
the department of the Gulf, off Brashcan 
city, relates the following: — 

“ Since the war in, the necessities of 
the people in the Confederacy have stimulat- 
ed searches for salt, and most ad ae 
‘success has crowned their efforts in Western 
Louisiana. Along the Gulfcoast bounding 
this particular part of the State are numbers 
of Islands, some of which rise to a consider- 
able height from out the swamp marshes 
with which théy are frequently surrounded, 
One of these islands, known as Petite Anse 
and entirely familiar with the residents of 
the vicinity as being a place famous for sa- 
line earths, turns out to. be a rock of solid 
salt, possibly same-two hundred and fifty 


in large pieces ibling cakes of ice. It 
was these “salt wotks’» that Com, Buchan- 
an some time since, With the gunboats Diana 
Kinsman and the St. Marys, with the twen- 
ty-first Todiana on board} wttempted to de- 
stroy, the result of which was, the’buildin, 
were torn dowd, but the vast mine of salt 
still remains. 
as it was termed, hyf been known for years, 
but it was not untif afew months ago’ that 
it was discovered that this supposed spring 
was merely the rain-water settling in hollows 
of avolid saltrock, There is mention made 
of a similar formation to this mineral won- 
der in Cardonia, about sixteen leagues north- 
west of Barcelona, which town is situated 
at the foot of a rock of salt whichfises, ab- 
ruptly out of the plain some. five hungred 
fet, Tho saltin its natural bed is o¥ clear 
as lass—in fact, it seems as if you could 
Took # vast distance into its solid heart. 
When it is blasted out, in pieces resembling 
cakes of ice, it assumes a dull yellow color, 
but grinds up whiter than most salt, and is 
so thoroughly saline in its properties that 
even a grain or two leaves a stringent taste 
in the mouth. The immense value of this 
imino of wealth can scarcely be realized. A 
million dollars was offered to its owner by a 
company of persons in the veighborhood, 
but refused, This island of salt— ssibly 
three or four miles long and one wide, of ir- 
regular form and covered from fifteen to 
twenty fect with rich soil—bears on its sur- 
face immense pecan and live oak trees.
